Appropriated Most of the Life P re ­ 


servers and Made No Effort to Save 


W o m en and Children. 


N ew York, Dec. 11.— T h e Fall River 
line steam er P rovidence was in colli 
aion wdth, and but narrowly escaped 
sinking, a crowded F ast river fer n 
boat. 
The latter craft lost a portion 
of tier superstructure and her passen­ 
gers w ere thrown into a panic during 
which, it is reported, a man and wo 
man 
jumped 
overboard 
and 
were 
drowned. 
This report could 
not 
be 
confirmed, 
and 
so 
far as definitely 
known no one was killed or seriously 
Injured. 
T he Providence’s prow7 struck the 
ferry boat a glancing blow on Pie star 
board and the boats hung together 
long enough to permit m any of its pas­ 
sengers to pass from the ferry’s upper 
deck 
to the 
steam er. 
Others 
w ere 
taken off by tugs, w hile sonv- rem rn^d 
on 
board. 
Both 
boats drifted down 
the liver until aided by tugs, the fe r n - 
boat crippled by the accident and the 
steam er temporarily unable to get her 
head. 
T he latter finally returned to

dock 
and 
the 
ferry 
boat 
wa- 
heiped to a slip. 
T h e Providence was 
not greatly damaged. 
Follow ing the accident charges cf 
cow ardice and 
brutality w ere m ade

a slip she still had sev en ty five women 
and children on board, w hile with few 
exceptions the mon passen gers had e s ­ 
caped to other boats.

had been practically stripped of life 
preservers. 
The accident was due to 
fog through which th e boats fortunate 
Iv had moved slow ly. 
T he ferry w as crowded to the rails 
by persons returning to their hom es in 
Brooklyn and w hen the m ash cam e

Day and talk over the work of the as­ 
sociation with him. 
The supper which 
was provided by ladies who were in ter­ 
ested in the work, w as a spread such 
as they m ight well feel proud of, and 
put the gentlem en in fine humor forth® 
speaking which followed. 
H. F. Michael, president of the local 
association, 
acted as m aster of cere­ 
monies and gave a brief talk on the 
work. 
He was followed by W. H. Day, in­ 
ternational railroad secretary of the 
association, 
who gave a talk settin g 
forth in a strong and concise m anner 
the work of the association was doing 
throughout the U nited States in p a rti­ 
cular and the world in general. 
Mr. J 
Day described the various departm ents 
of the work, statin g th at the ed u ca­ 
tional departm ent w as abreast of the 
tim es, many colleges and universities 
accepting Y. M. C. A. certificates in 
lieu of exam inations.

High Water Causes Collapse 
of a New Bridge.

Bloomburg, Pa., Dee. 11.— High wa­ 
ter caused the collapse of a new bridge 
In course of erection over th e West 
branch of the Susquehanna river at 
Mifflinville, eight miles north of here, 
and resulted in the death of seven 
men and the injury of nearly a s c o r e 
of others, two of whom may die. Forty 
men were at work on the traveler on 
the middle span Of the structure when 
it collapsed 
They were all thrown 
into the swollen river. 
The dead are: 
A. W. Fahs, Charles Freit/.er and 
Adam Nuns, all of Selin’s Grove; Adam 
Tritt, Beaver Valley; Irvin Updegraff, 
Georgetown; 
Millard 
Bowman, 
Mif­ 
flinville;

Feaux, address 
unknown.

The collapse of

bridge

caused by the rapid rise in the river. 
The w ater rose at th e rate of almost 
one foot an hour and debris carried 
down the stream by the flood struck 
the* 
false 
work of the bridge and 
caused 
its collapse. 
This theory is 
supported by the testimony of one of 
the workmen, who says that a large 
tree struck the false work just before 
th e bridge fell. 


W o r k of Rescue Difficult. 


The accident occurred just at night­ 
fall when the men were preparing to 
abandon their work. 
As a result the 
work 
of 
rescuing those 
who 
were 
thrown into the water end caught in 
the m ass of twisted iron and steel 
was greatly retarded. The second span 
of the bridge was being erected and 
it was this section that fell with the 
big traveler. 
The bodies of four of 
those killed were found floating on the 
surface of the water entangled in the 
bent 
and 
twisted girders 
and 
iron 
work, but the others have not been 
found. 
Many of the men were caught in 
the rapid water and carried a mile or 
mor e down the river before they were 
rescued. 
Due of the most miraculous 
escapes was that of William Nesbef, 
who was caught in the iron work and 
held a prisoner for an hour with his 
mouth and chin above water before be­ 
ing rescued. 
The bridge was being built by the 
state to replace one carried away in a 
freshet in 1003. 
Superintendent L aw ­ 
ton, in charge of the construction, and 
who was on the bridge when it fell, 
says that he has not been able to as­ 
certain 
the 
cause of 
the 
collapse, 
aside from the washing awny of the 
false work by the high water.
